“THE pianoforte ti business is greatly over- 
done,” said a tuner, who been in the business for the 
last twenty-five years,toa P.W. man. “ The best pay- 
ing perquisite is that which we receive from the piano 
makers. I know quite a number of firms in the piano 
business, and have earned from £5 to £10 by way of 
commission on several occasions from them. 

“Suppose I am called to tune a piano by a certain 
maker. I try to discover whether it is giving satisfac- 
tion or not, and if I find that there is a molehill of dis- 
content, I to make that into a mountain, and put in

On Being Tired. 
“Berna tired” does not sound a very acientific ex- 


ression, but, if we prefer to do so, we can say that 
Lge to think about physiological fatigue. which 
sounds much grander, and means pretty much the same 


hyp A og beta fatigue ” are used to denote 

a class of wy eee fod onfamien , and, by 
wy of showing what they mean, we can try a remark- 
ble little experiment, which needs for its performance 
othing more than a very quiet room and a watch. 
place the watch on a cmall wooden box, 

or on aD that will serve as a sounding-board, 
and sit near it in such a position that it is in a straight 
line with one ear, at a distance that we can just 
hear the watch ticking. The watch should be about 
on a level with the ear, and the positions will be as 
in the annexed illustration, the distance being probably 
somewhere between four and five feet. Instead of a 
watch we may, if we 
choose, use & small Ameri- 
can clock, and the distance 
will then be 


heasing 
as the ticking of a watch. 
Now, let us listen for a 
while very attentively to 
the sound of the watch or )7 
clock. We shall soon find 
that the intensity of the sound, as heard, varies con- 
siderably. After half-a-dozen ticks or so it will become 
softer—it may become even inaudible—then it gets loud 
again, and then again it is softer.

An eminent physiologist gives as the reason that the 
ear-nerve gets a little tired after carrying the sound of 
the watch for a little time, and loses its sensitiveness.

Almost anyone filling into a 
river, will be enabled to float if he suffer the specitic gravity of 
the wates fiirly to be adduced in comparison with bis own—that 
isto soy. it he suffer bis whole person to be immersed with as little 
exception as possible, ‘The proper position for one who cannot 
awit isthe soright position of the walker on land, with the head 
thrown tulle backs ind immersed; the mouth and nostrils alone 
remainiue above the surfee. Thus circnmstanced we shall find 
that we float without ditticully and without exertion. It is 
evident. however, that the gravities ef the body, and of the bulk 
of water displiced are very nicely halanced, and that a trifle will 
cause either te preponderate. An arm, for instance, uplifted 
from the water aud thus deprived of its support, isan additional 
weight sulticient to immerse the whole head ; while the accidental 
aid of the srdlest picce uf timber will enable us to elevate the 
head sv as te took about. Now, in the struggles df one nunsed to 
swimmins, tie arms are invariably thrown upward, while an 
attempt is made to heep the head in its usual perpendicular 
position.
